The Hopeful Freshmen 


HREE hundred thousand freshmen are enter 
‘ts college this autumn. Of these, sixty thou 

sand will never go back for the sophomore year, 
(nd only one-half of this army of sanguine, hearty, 
idventurous, intelligent youth will win degrees and 
four years hence belong to the fellowship of educated 
men and women. 

There’s a sweetly solemn thought for you as the 
chapel bells toll and the thud of the pigskin is heard 
ind the voice of the lecturer drones and light feet go 
skipping under the elms or shuffling along the corri 
dors. QOne’s first impulse is to slap each muscular 
back or shake a finger under each powdered nose and 
preach, “Now don’t you be one of those who fail.” 
The tragic part of it is that the failures are already 
practically predestined. Individual sloth or indi 
vidual zeal will, in some small percentage of cases, 
mean the difference between flunking and_ passing. 
But take it by and large, a college career is not what 
the student makes it, but what the system makes it. 
And the system doesn’t consist of college alone. It 
drags its tortuous length back through prep school, 
wxrade school, pre-school training and infancy, per 
haps even further. It is pointed, also, toward the 
vears ahead, the rigid requirements of the protes 
sions, the fancied requirements of the business job, 
the scrambled requirements of our cultural standards, 
so many of which are outworn, perverted or falsified. 
The educational edifice is too ancient to be fit for our 
needs, and at the same time too new to be razed and 
built all over again, as it probably ought to be. 

Meanwhile, the only sincere advice to give a boy 
or girl is “Be yourself. Do your possible. Don’t 
lag, but don’t strain. Take the best that college can 
offer you, take it as it comes, not for tomorrow's con- 
jectured use but for today’s assured fulfilment. 
Trust that the system will do better for you than it 
did for your fathers, and observe keenly so that you 
inay help to make it do better for your children.”

Neither tennis nor golf will be a straight 
forward sport until we quit the time-honored effort to 
draw the amateur line among those who play well 
enough to attract paving galleries. 


Speeding Up 
Wis the past three vears the limit of speed 


permitted on highways has been increased in 
twenty three States. Most of these now let vou go at 
least thirty-five miles an hour, several permit forty 
five, and in Connecticut and Michigan the limit is only 
that of reasonable, proper and careful operation. In 
all the States, according to the American Automobile 
Association, the authorities “have been pleased with 
the results attained in moving traffic with safety.” 
It has taken entirely too many vears to break down 
the old fallacy that speed is itself a menace, and to 
learn that it is the slow drivers who choke the roads, 
stall in traffic, get rattled at crossings and generally 
blunder into accidents. During the coming winter, 
more States ought to speed up the s 


pe ed laws.

A plays running on Broadway. Written by 
4 newspaper men, the major theme of-each play 
is, to quote the words of an old reporter, “once a 
newspaper man always a so and-so.” 

The movies have celebrated the daily journals time 
ind again: Irvin Cobb, alone, among the writers, 
has perpetuated the tradition of the press room for 
future generations. What about the editorial offices 
of a magazine? 

Of course most reporters look upon the easy life of 
1 magazine worker as a sissy occupation. They pi 
ture the editors as sleek, bespatted gentlemen who 
saunter to work around noon, dash off a few instruc 
tions to their numerous secretaries and then journey 
to the club. Nobody gives a thought to the cares of 
i magazine scribe. 

As my contribution to the literature of journalism, 
I shall give the producers the rare opportunity of 
presenting a magazine play to the public. I promise 
delivery on the play by the first of November, and 
as a guarantee of good faith I shall sketch the plot 
briefly for you. 

The first scene opens on an editorial conference. 
The editors, neatly swathed in frock coats, are seated 
around the conference table discussing an editorial 
idea over a bottle of wine. They have the oily look 
of men of the world. They exchange stories, com 
plain about the weather, look up matinées, and use 
the several telephones in the room to talk over edi 
torial matters with Hazel, Mabel, Irene, etc., whom, 
for the sake of the play, we shall label as contrib 
tors. In other words, a typical editorial conference. 
Occasionally one of the junior editors inquires: 
“Where's old Fred?” but nobody seems to care about 
his question. Suddenly, following general laughter 
from the staff at the editor's joke (culled from page 
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26, of the advance issue 


), an old gentleman wearing 


green goggles shuffles across the stage. He is sup 
porting his emaciated body on a cane, and from the 
melancholy expression of his face you can feel he is 
on the point of breaking into tears. His clothes are 
almost in rags, and one big toe projects haphazardly 
The editor 

notices the ancient, and becomes very stern.

Fred shuttles off stage, 
tears rolling down his cheeks, amid the jeers and cat 
calls of the subordinate editors. 

There isn’t enough space here to give you the body 
of the ensuing action, but each scene has the same 
action. The scenes change: we see the editors at 
tending football games, polo matches, night clubs, 
gambling halls, restaurants, ete... and during each 
scene their merriment is interrupted by the appear 
ance of Fred, who never seems to have his copy. The 
last scene is back at the office, several weeks later. 
The same action takes place: Fred enters and this 
time breaks down and swears he can’t go on. 

The editor fires him. Fred pleads for his wife and 
kiddies. The editor is adamant. Fred must go, 
whereupon the feeble old man sets up a Thompson 
machine gun and neatly riddles each member of the 
staff. He then dismembers their bodies with a pocket 
knife, sets a time bomb and sets fire to the office. 
The scene concludes, if the audience is still waiting, 
with the lowering of the curtain. 

So tar I have no title for this drama. Tentatively 
it is called “The Man Who Quit,” or “The Movie
